effort to improve some aspects of the standard of living, 
but they were economically absurd and caused a dispro- 
portionate pressure on production, frequently resulting in 
speculation on the market. Complete decentralization of 
prices is still far away, because the economists have to 
utilize political factors in establishing prices in order to 
get rid of certain disproportions in producton. The central 
authorities therefore cannot renounce price directives until 
it becomes possible to create conditions for rational price 
fixing by harmonizing the internal relations of the economy 
At the moment economists have concluded that the pro- 
posal to introduce a system of prices based on direct bar- 
gaining between the supplying and ordering enterprises 
would be inadmissible. In this context, to use profits as 
the sole indicator of the efficiency of the enterprise would 


not prove feasible. .. .
